2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  BREA. 


Laboratory  Arrangements.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by 
the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Liverpool 
Corporation,  and  the  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  A  report  on  every 
examination  is  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 


Ambulance  Arrangements.  The  Ambulances  of  the  Wigan  Corporation  are  usod 
under  an  Agency  Agreement  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  this 
arrangement  is  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1948.  No  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  was 
taken  by  the  Authority  during  the  year  1952. 

3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  fran  Deep  Wells  in  the  District, 
situate  at  Roby  MiH  and  Tontine. 

16  samples  of  water  Y/ere  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year,  the  results  of  whioh  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  4  samples 
of  water  were  sent  for  chemical  analysis,  the  results  of  v/hich  shaved 
large  deposits  of  iron-oxide  in  suspension  at  a  rate  of  1.65  parts  per 
million. 

Regular  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  carried  out. 

I8O3  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  supply  of  Y/ater  from  the  main, 
and  6  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are  six  small  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  tho 
District.  Tho  main  vforks  (Dam  Head)  are  in  satisfactory  condition.  Tho 
smaller  works  have  been  functioning  as  satisfactorily  as  possible,  bearing 
in  mind  the  type  of  the  Works. 

A  now  serwer  was  provided  during  the  year  to  servo  Nixons  Lane  and 
Beavers  Lane  area.

4.  HOUSING. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  satisfactory e  Action 
is  being  taken  under  Section  11  of  tho  Housing  Act  in  respect  of  three 
dwellings  and  this  is  going  to  be  more  actively  pursued  during  the  forthcoming 
year.  Fourteen  houses  have  now  been  demolished  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  against  a  Demolition  Order  issued  in  1938. 

There  is  still  a  need  for  two-bedroom  type  dwellings  for  married  coup  las 
and  consideration  is  to  be  given  to  the  erection  of  flats  during  the 
forthcoming  year,

5.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

1.  MILK  SUPPLY.  Routine  inspections  of  farms  and  dairies  have  been  carried  out 
and  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained.  12  samples  or  milk  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were  taken  during  the  year  and  which 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


2.  MEAT.  There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  District.  Action  taken  with  regard 
to  Post  mortem  inspection  of  animals  -  One  pig  inspected.  Query  -  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  Found  on  inspection  to  be  positive  and  the  whole  carcass  y fas 
condemned. 
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3.  FOOD  POISONING*  Ono  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year, 
involving  15  cases.  The  outbreak  was  traced  to  pressed  beef  and  processed 
heart  prepared  for  sale  by  a  local  Butcher,  contaminated  with  Staphyloc¬ 
occus  Aureus  during  preparation#  A  full  report  on  the  outbreak  was 
presented  to  the  Council  and  copies  of  the  report  were  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health# 

it*  ICE  CREAM,  There  is  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  in  the  District#  The 
premises  have  been  inspected  regularly  and  found  to  be  satisfactory# 

Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
Licences  are  issued  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice-cream  on  application  being 
approved  and  premises  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  inspection. 

5.  BIEL4WS »  The  Local  Authority  ad  on  ted  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938?  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary  and 
Clearly  Conditions  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping 
and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the  Open  Air.  These  Byelawsk 
became  operative  on  the  Jth  April,  1952a 

6„  PREVaLEHCE  of#  add  control  over#  infectious  disease. 

During  1952,  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  Hospital  treatment  were 
removed  to  Whelley  Hospital  and  Astley  Sanatorium. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  during  the  year  and  removed  to 
Hospital  for  treatment. 

No  oases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  provided  for  any  pre-school  or 
school  child.  During  1952,  79  pre-school  and  33  school  children  were 
iniaunisod#  In  addition  l6k  children  were  given  a  secondary  or  reinforcing 
injection#

DISINFECTION.  Disinfection  of  promises  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority#  Dwelling  houses  are  dealt  with  on  removal  of  cases  to  Hospital  or 
release  from  isolation  of  infectious  cases# 

During  1952  -  3  houses  were  disinfected. 

Houses  are  disinfected  by  the  method  of  FormAldohydo  fumigators. 
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TUBERCULOSIS.  This  service  is  umier  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  Up  Holland  cases  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  in  Mill  gate,  Wigan. 

Seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1952.  Six  being 
cases  of  Pulmonary  and  1  Non-Pulmonary •  One  Death  from  Pulmonrry  Tuberculosis 
was  registered  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  the  disease  in  the  district  is  quite  satisfactory,  and 
no  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1 93^ j  relating  to 
the  compulsory  removal  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  Hospital®
